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WHAT A POUND OF COAL CAN DO. 


“Tue day is not far off when we will get heat and 
power without the intervention and assistance of fire,” 
said a well-known engineer to me the other day. “ The 
solution will come when we get electricity direct from 
coal without the loss of any part of the wonderful energy 
that there is in the fuel. 

“T never knew fully the valoe of coa) xs a power- 
roducer ae I saw it exemplified on a recent trip across 
he Atlantic in the steamer Majestic. The vesaei carried 

2,400 tons of coal—almoet enough to give half a bushel 

to every family in Birmingham—and it used up 290 tons 

aay to maintain a epeed of about twenty-three miles an 
our. 

“ This seems like an immense lot of coal, doesn’t it? 
But the Majestic is a eg boat, 682 feet long, and it re- 
quires an expenditure of 18,000 horse-power to drive it 
at top speed throngh the water. 

“Fi the thing out, though, and you will see that 14 
pounds of coal, which is lees than a good handful, fur- 
nishes one sata arpa for one honr, and one-horse 
power represents the lifting to a height of one foot of 300 
pounds, so that your 14 pounds of coal lifts 300 pounds 
one foot, and sustains it for an hour. 

“Or take this illustration ; It would require 100.000 
galley-slaves rowing night and day to carry the Majestic 
at a speed of twenty-three miles an bour. 

“ Dividing 18,000 horse-power into 100,000 galley- 
slaves, we find that over one and one-half pounds of 
coal represents the work for one hour of about six 
rowers. 

‘Of course there wouldn’t be room for the placiug of 
more than 400 oars on the Majestic, and ten bushels of 
coal would do an equs! amount of work, while the

I yave known young students at the University of 
Konisberg, where, i believe, more beer drinking is done 
thao at any other university in the German Empire, 
challenge one another on a summer's afternoon to a 
‘hpi, spoon of fifty large glasses of Schiefferdecker 
beer. The one who could not drink that amount before 
midnight would be obliged to pay not ouly the reckonings 
of himself and his opponent, but also those of all the 
students who were present. 

In the event of both consuming that amouut, two or 
three of tlie eldest fellows would be chosen to decide the 
very difficult question as to which of the two was the 
more intoxicated, and the winner would have to pay all 
the debts incurrcd. 

remember ‘well one occasion in 1885 when such a 
er was made at the Flora in Konigsberg. Of the two
